- For the purpose of facilitating the application in any 
of the new Provinces or merged States of any Act, Ordinance or Regulation 
specified in the Schedule , any Court or other authority may construe any 
such Act , Ordinance or Regulation with such alterations , not affecting the 
substance , as may be necessary or proper to adapt it to the matter before 
the Court or other authority .

NO. J/27 /50-61/6925-8 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the 
Preventive Detention Act (ACT IV of 1960 ) the Chief Commissioner, Manipur is 
pleased to determine as follows the conditions of detention of persons oçdered un 
der the Aot to be detained in any prison in the State , namely : 


KULES : 
1. Title . 

These rules may be cited aus " THE MANIPUR DETENUS RULES , 1960 ” . 
2. Definitions 
In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires 
( i ) Jail woans apy prison as defined in Section 3 of the Prisons Act 

and in addition any place which has been declared by the Chief Com 

missioner , Manipur, by general or special order to be a subsidiary Jail. 
( ii ) Detenus means any detenu detained in the State by any order of 

any authority under section 3 of the Preventive Detention Act ( Act IV 

of 1950 ) 
(iii) Superintendent means the Superintendent of the Jail in which any 

detenu is detained . 
3. Accommodation . 

Detenus shall be kept in cells or association wards, proferably the latter, and 
allowed to associate freely with each other, but as far as possible shall be kept 
separate from ordinary prisoners . The Superintendent of the Jail may, however oon 
fine any particular detenu or any class of detenus separately if he considers it 
desirable on grounds of health or for any other reasons . 

4. Classification .

Detons of both classes should be treated on the same footing and both may 
be ontitled to the dict that it prixonor of " A " or " B " class guts under the Assam 
Jail Manual ; " U " class convicts dirt is not to be givell 20 detenus .

( 1 ) A detenu may interview a near relativo in socordance with these rules, 
(2 ) No detenu shall be permitted to have an interview with any distant relative , 

friond or other persou unless the person seeking the interview : 
(a ) has been approved by the Superintendent of Police in conformity 

with the next following rule as person who inay he regularly 

udraitted for interview without special sanction , or 

(b ) has obtained permission to interview the prisoner.

(1) A near relative shall be deemed to include only father , mother, wifo , husband , 

children , uncles and aunts , brothers, sistery. 
( 2 ) A distant relative is any relative who is not a near relative . 

14. If any case of impersonation comes to notice and a person not being one 
of the relatives permitted by rule 1 :3 has an interview with it detenu while pre 
tending to be a relative in the permitted category, all the interviews of the detenus 
shall be prohibited for either a certain fixed period or altogether. 

15. Applications for interviews shall be dealt with by tho Superintendent who 
shall grant an interview if he is satisfied that the person applying is a permitted 
person under rulo 13.

All letters to and from a detenu detained in Jail shall be perused by the 
Superintendent of the Jail concerned and subject to any special order of the Chief 
Commissioner , Manipur , shall be submitted by the Superintendent of the Jail direot 
to the Superintendent of police , Manipur, who inay at his discretion either forward 
the letters without delay or withheld them .

The Census Act, 1948 of the Govt. of India , bas already been extended 
Manipur.

(e ) Any person occupying any house , enclosure, vencel or other place who refuses 
to allow a census -officer such roasonable access thereto as he is required by section 
9 to allow , or 

(f ) Any person who removes, obliterates , alters or damages any letters , marks 
or numbers which have beon painted or aflixed for the purposes of the census , or 

(g ) Any person who, having been required under section 10 to fill up a sche 
dule , knowingly and without sufficient cause fails to comply with the provisions 
of that section or makes any false return thereunder , or 

(b ) Any person who trespasses into a consus office , shall be punishable with 
fine which may extend to one thousand rupees and in case of a conviction under 
purt (b ) or (c ) shall also be punishable with imprisonment which inay extend to 
six months . 

( 2) Whoever abets any offence under sub -section ( 1) shall be punishable with 
fine which may oxtond to one thousand rupees .

It has been found that some displaced persons sont to camps of rehabilitatio 
centres in different States often invite their friends and relations to join them a 
these contros . . The accommodation in each camp being limited and ear-marked on 
for these displaced persons who are selected by the Ministry of rehabilitation , Goveri 
ment of India , or the Government of West Bengal, the arrival of these additioni 
and unsponsored persons causes serious dislocation , in regard to living space , foor 

Besides , it is not always possible for the authorities to cheoko 
at the oamps if these persons are genuine refugees . 

In the intorests of the displaced persons themselves, instructions have been issue 
to the authorities concerned not to admit relations and friends of displaced persor 
unless they have themselves obtained prior permission from the Government . 

Bonafide displaced persons desirous of living with their relations and friends i 
any particular camp may , bowever , approach the Branch Secretariat of the Ministr 
of Robabilitation of the Central Government in Calcutta

Th 
holders of ovaouee identity certificates who intend to return to Burma are theretori 
adstred to do so by December 31,1950 .

PRESS NOTE 


It has been found tbat some displaced persons sont to camps of rehabilitation 
centres in different States often invite their friends and relations to join them at 
these contres . The accommodation in onch camp being limited and ear-marked only 
for these displaced persons who are selected by the Ministry of rehabilitation , Govern 
mont of India , or the Government of West Bengal, tbe arrival of these additionnl 
and unsponsored persons causes serious dislocation , in regard to living spice, food , 
sanitation , etc. Besides , it is not always possible for the authorities to check up 
at the barnps if these persons are genuine refugees. 

In the interests of the displaced persons themselves, instructions have been issued 
to the authoritius concerned not to admit relations and friends of displaced persons 
unless they have themselves obtained prior permission from the Government. 

Bonafide displaced persons desirous of living with their relations and friends in 
any particular oamp may, bowever, approach the Branob Secretariat of the Ministry 
of Rebabilitation of the Central Government in Calcutta the Government of 
West Bengal who will, accommodation and other conditions permitting , try to send 
them to camps of their choioc .

The 
holdors of evacuse identity certificates who intend to return to Burma are therefore, 
advised to do so by December 31,1950 .

No. APMN / 31/ 50 /7026 - H.D. - The policy of the Goverument of ladia in regard 
to communal representation in the Services immediately before the coming into 
force of the new Constitution was that in appointments made by open competition 
124 per cent of the vacancies filled by direct reoruitment were reserved for candi 
dates beloging to the Scheduled Castes while in regard to post and services for 
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on

an all 


which recruitment was made otherwise than by competition the principal communities 
in the country were given appointments in propostion to their population . Certain 
reservations were also made for Anglo - Indians in services with which they had 
special past associations . 

2 . The Govornment of India have now reviewed their policy in this regard 
in the light of the provisions of the Constitution of India which lay down intor 
alia that with certain exceptions no discrimination shall be made in the matter 
of appointments to the Services under the State on grounds of race , religiou , caste , 
eto . The exceptions are that special provision shall be made for Schoduled Castes 
and Schedule Tribos in all Services and for Anglo Indians in those 

those services in 
which they had special reservations the 14th August , 1947. Pending the 
determination of the figures of population at the Census of 1951 the Government 
of India have decided to inake the following reservations in recruitment to posts 
and services under themi 

( a ) Schoduled Castos : The existing reservation of 121 per cent of vacancies 
filled by direct recruitment in favour of the Scheduled Castes will continue in the 
case of recruitment to posts and services made by opon competition , 
India basis , i.e., through the Union Public Service Commission or by mouns of 
open competitive tests held by any other authority . Where recruitment is made 
otherwise than by open competition the reservation for Scheduled Castes will be 
16-2 / 3 per cent as at present. 

( b ) Scheduled Tribes : Both in recruitment by open competition and in re 
cruitment made otherwise than by open competition there will be a reservation in 
favour of members of Scheduled Tribes of 5 per cent of the vacancies filled by 
direct recruitment. 

(c) Anglo Indians : The reservations which were in forco in favour of Anglo 
Indians in the Railway Services, the Posts and Telegraphs Department and the 
Customs Department in the 11th August , !917 , will be continued subject to the 
provisions of Article 336 of the Constitution . 

3. The reservations prescribod in the previous paragraph will apply in the case 
of recruitment made on an all - India basis . Under the Constitution all citizens of 
India are oligible for consideration for appointment to posts and services under the 
Central Government irrespective of their domicile or place of birth and there can 
be no reoruitment to any Central Service which is confined by rule to the inhabitants 
of any specified arox . In practice however recruitinent to Class I and Clasa II 
Services and posts is likely to attract candidates from all over India and will be 
on a truly all - India basis , while for the majority of Class III Services and posts 
which are filled otherwise than through the Union Public Service Coinmission only 
those residing in the area or locality in which the office if located are likely to 
apply . In the latter olass of cases the percentages of reservations for
